N 0 Snow Day-NO School! 


Ranting and chanting in the 
back lobby on a cold , windy 
day in February , a group of 
about fifty seniors congre- 
gated, extremely disappointed, 
in Superintendent Richards’ 
decision not to declare any 
snow days. 

“Seniors don't have to make 
up snow days. It's not fair that 
ontheone year they don'thave 
to make up forit, they don't get 
it," senior Charissa Millen said. 

After several weeks of com- 
plaints and no cancellation of 
school, several seniors decided 
to take matters into their own 
hands by staging a "formal" 
walk-out. 

“We felt we should have had 
at least one snow day. It was 
unfair and unjust so we de- 
cided to act,” senior Will 
Woods said. 

Under the rights of the first 
amendment, students can ex- 
press themselves peacefully on 
school grounds, unless it inter- 
feres with the learning of other 
students. Since the shouting in 
the halls disturbed the learn- 
ing enviroment of other stu- 
dents, it was deemed 
impermissable by Superinten- 
dent Ray Richards or Principal 
Mike McGrory. 

"| did it because I had to 
write an article for the Web 
about it and it was a good ex- 
cuse to walk out," senior 
Damien Snook said. 

Although seniors are ex- 
cused from the building at any 
time, principal McGrory an- 
nounced that participants

The book is 240 pages 
plus the senrion tip-in and the Millenium Review tip-in. Ten point font was used for body copy, 
while eight and ten point font was used for captions. A medley of Times, Helvetica, and Palatino 
fonts were used for the opening pages, division pages, story titles, surveys, and closing pages.
